36 able to stir up any enthusiasm .or 
nterest in a mere skin scratch sus- 
:ained in a> duel. 


Secondly, the high cost of living 


and the deiweciated value 'of cur- 
rency and fixed fortunes generally 
las rendered it entirely too expen- 
sive an affair to stage a Parisian 
duel. Without, the duel being staged 
so that the two -eomlbatants might 
get the greatest am'ount of publici- 
ty and -social gossip out of it, there 
s very little object in risking hav- 
i:g one's skhr scratched and pos- 
sibly getting infected with sleeping 
sictaiess microbes.
